NOTE: as stated previously the specification does not provide support for a rotational motion between the support 
plate and the housing. Page 5 clearly states that an anti-rotation feature is provided for in the invention, even when the support plate is 
removed from the housing seat. This was the basis for the 1 1 2 first rejection, which is maintained. The means for centering is provided for 
in the Houghton, Jr. patent. Two structures may be "equivalent" for purposes of section 112, paragraph 6 if they perform the identical 
function, substantially the same way, with substantially the same result.
